The traction company officials arc 
begilining to arriv e ami are taking 
possession of tlio Mau zy proi>erty at 
Third and Morgan streets. 
| A nu mber of desks and other office 
fix tu res were mov ed into the bu ilding 
this morning, to fit u p the offices of the 
engineer and other officials, who hav e 
the work of constru ction in hand. 
The officials who hav e charge of the 
operation of the road will come later, 
possibly within the nex t few’ weeks. 
Those who are coming at once are 
Engineer Moore and three assistants, 
Mr. Porterfield, the drau ghtsman, Mr. 
Baker, su perintendent of bridges, and 
all the officials u nder the chief en­ 
gineer. 
Mr. George Henry , su perin­ 
tendent of track constru ction has liv ed 
in this city and has had his desk in 
the office of Will Frazee. 
He has 
mov ed into the traction bu ilding also. 
Mr. Anderson, the general su perin­ 
tendent, w ho has charge of the men 
who operate the road, will mov e his 
offices here shortly . 
He is at present 
located in Indianapolis. 
George Forkner, the attorney for 
tfie road, will also locate here in the 
near fu tu re, and the bookkeepers, the 
au ditor and all persons necessary in 
the operation of the. traction sy stem of 
this kind will soon bo here to take 
care of the company ’s bu siness. 
Fou r hu ndred and eight barrels of 
insu lators hav e arriv ed in this city and 
a force of men are now at work ce­ 
menting the pins in them ready to 
bolt them to the cross arms. 
A large nu mber of those barrels are 
stacked u p in the y ard at the Mau zy 
proj>erty . 
It is now predicted that the actu al 
lay ing of track will commence Ju ly 
5th. 
They intended to get started 
this week, bu t the disagreeable weath­ 
er prev ented any progress in 
that 
work. 
There are abou t fifty men here 
at present to assist in the work, and 
there will be more. 
Abou t fifteen men are now employ ed 
in distribu ting 
su pplies along the 
right-of-way , where it will be conv en­ 
ient when needed. 
It is safe to say 
that the nex t three or fou r weeks will 
show great progress in the work now 
u nder way 011 ou r interu rban road.

St. Petersbu rg, Ju ne 29 .—No fu rther 
adv ices from the front hav e been re­ 
ceiv ed, thou gh news from General 
Ku ropatkin and Rear Admiral Witboft 
(in command of the nav al force at Port 
Arthu r) is eagerly awaited. The u su al 
ru mors of heav y fighting perv aded the 
city , bu t they are based wholly on the 
fact that the armies are In close tou ch. 
Thou gh it appears now from Gen­ 
eral Ku ropatkin’s tactics that a heav y 
engagem ent may be deferred for some 
day s, it is possible tna t tne Japanese 
may ru sh matters, bu t it is not gener­ 
ally ex pected here that General Ku ro­ 
patkin will giv e battle u ntil he reaches 
a position of his own selection. 
It may clarify the military situ ation 
to ex plain that the cou ntry in which 
the armies are now coming into con­ 
tact consists of a series of mou ntain 
chains ru nning parallel with the rail­ 
road. alongside of which the Ru ssians 
are falling back as the Japanese ad­ 
v ance. 
Fon Shu i, Motion and Dalln 
are all passes which take their names 
from the mou ntains ov er which they 
ru n. General Ku roki, who has hereto­ 
fore been east of these mou ntains, is 
adv ancing to the westward from Slu 
Yen throu gh a v ery rou gh cou ntry and 
his colmu ns mu st trav erse the passes 
named before emerging into the more 
open cou ntry along the railroad, ap 
prox lmately abreast of Ta Tche Kiao, 
Hai Cheng and Liao Yang. 
The Ru s­ 
sian ou tposts and the Japanese ad 
v ance are now in close tou ch at all 
these passes. The Ru ssians after har­ 
assing the Japanese adv ance from 
each of these positions, are falling 
back on General Ku ropatkin’s main 
body , which is su pposed to be some­ 
where between 
Liao Yang and Ta 
Tche Kiao. 
General Ku ropatkin is now mov ing 
slowly northward along the railroad, 
and wherev er 
he makes his stand 
there will be precipitated what is ex ­ 
pected to be the decisiv e battle of the 
campaign. 
In the moantime General 
Oku is adv ancing along the railroad on 
the heels of the withdrawing Ru ssians. 
He is backed 
by a powerfu l army . 
How large a portion of this army he 
has detached to join Gen. Ku roki has 
not been dev eloped, bu t it is probably 
largo enou gh to add material sev erity 
to the fighting before the Ru ssians 
finally abandon the mou ntains. 
There is the greatest eagerness for 
news from t ort Arthu r, bu t nothing 
concerning 
the 
situ ation 
there 
Is 
known. 
A report that Rear Admiral Wlthoft, 
in command of the nav al forces at 
Port Arthu r, sailed off after giv ing 
battle to the Japanese, receiv es con­ 
siderable credence. Wlthoft is known 
to hav e fu ll au thority to leav e Port 
Arthu r if he deems it adv isable, and 
he possibly preferred not risking a 
retu rn tc the harbor, which might 
again 
be 
blocked, 
prev enting 
his 
egress at a critical moment. 
Conse­ 
q u ently » Vlthoft may now be steaming 
to Join the Vladiv ostok cru isers.

Japs Score

Fight. 
Hai 
Cheng, 
Ju ne 29 .—The total 
loss, v in the Daiin Hill fight are not 
y et known. 
Eighty wou nded hav e ar­ 
riv ed here and a hospital train with 
200 passed going to Liao Yaag. 
The 
fighting lasted the whole of Ju ne 26 
and Ju ne 27 and the Japanese su cces­ 
siv ely pu shed the Ru ssians from three 
positions, occu py ing them with artil­ 
lery as the defenders retired. 
Wou nded Ru ssians recou nting the 
two day s’ fight say that the Japanese 
again demonstrated their reliance o n 
their artillery a nd that they were 
greatly su perior, beth in number erf 
mac and in gu ns. On the second da y 
of the fight they brou ght u p a heav y 
battery which silenced the lighter Ru s­ 
sian gu ns and cau sed sev ere lo ss. The 
Japanese artillery practice, howev er, 
was Inaccu rate and. as is u su al, they 
sev eral times shelled empty positions 
or shot ov er the Ru ssian colu mns. 
The fight started at dawn, ten miles 
sou thwest of Dalin Hill. 
A Russia n 
rifle brigade held the po sitio n until 
g o o n in the face o f a hea v y a rtillery 


fire, but the Russia ns were g enera lly 
o utfla nked by infa ntry a nd ca v a lry , 
the Ja pa nese a ctua lly g etting a 
field 
ba ttery in the rea r of the Russia n po ­ 
sitio n. 
Then the brig a de fell ba ck. 
The Da lin Hill fig ht co ntinued fro m 4 
o 'clo ck until da rk. 
The Japanese worked furio usly a ll 
nig ht lo ng nnd empla ced 
two bntterles 
o n the v acated Russia n po sitio n. The 
fig hting was resumed a t 3 a . m.. o n 
June 27. The Ru ssians silenced the 
two Japanese batteries, but the Ja p­ 
a nese brou ght up a train o f big g uns 
a nd silenced the lighter Russia n a r­ 
tillery , which was again ru nning o ut 
o f ammu nition, and the Russia ns were 
o nce more forced to retire. 
The Ja p­ 
anese cav alry and infantry , threaten­ 
ing to su rrou nd the Ru ssian po sitio n, 
forced a general retreat 
The Ru ssians carried off all their 
gu ns and got rev enge on the Japanese 
cav alry colu mn, which was cau ght in 
close formation and was shelled with 
terrific effect, being forced to scatter.

Indianapolis, Ju ne 29 .—An import­ 
ant conference of Repu blican leaders 
was held last evening at Repu blican 
stats headqu arters to ou tline plans for 
the coming campaign. 
Those present 
Were all the candidates on the Repu b­ 
lican state tick et, Senators Fairbank s 
and Beveridge, State Chairman Good­ 
rich and Secretary Sims of the state 
committee. 
No definite action was 
tak en on any point, bu t it was the con­ 
censu s of the conferees that the speak ­ 
ing part of the campaign in Indiana 
shou ld be opened on or abou t Sept. 
26. 
The opening meeting will dou bt­ 
less be held in this city and the speak ­ 
ers will inclu de the two senators and 
J. Frank Hanly, candidate for gover­ 
nor. The men present at this meeting, 
who are natu rally most deeply inter­ 
ested in the campaign this year, were 
agreed that the ou tlook is extremely 
satisfactory. 
Local conditions in ev­ 
ery district are all that cou ld be de­ 
sired, the state organization is in ex­ 
cellent shape for an aggressive fight, 
and the party work ers throu ghou t the 
state are enthu sed and anxiou s to get 
Into the campaign. 
The work In In­ 
diana this year will be made mu ch 
easier becau se of the nomination of 
Senator Fairbank s for vice president, 
for the distingu ished Indianian on the 
national tick et will mean several thou ­ 
sand votes to the tick et that might 
not otherwise bs polled. The senator 
will give considerable of his time to 
this state, althou gh there will be a 
tremendou s demand 
made on him 
from all sections of the cou ntry, and 
du ring the latter part of the campaign 
it is expected that he will mak e a 
“swing arou nd the circle“ similar to 
that mads by Roosevelt fou r years ago 
as the vice presidential candidate*. 
Mr. Hanly, as the head of the state 
tick et, will bear the bru nt of the fight 
in the state, and he said yesterday 
that he hoped to be able to speak in 
every cou nty before the close of the 
campaign. 


8enator Beveridge will tak e an u n­ 
u su ally prominent part In the Indiana 
campaign this year. Heretofore, while 
devoting mu ch time to his own state, 
he has been In great demand by the 
national oommittee and has been u sed 
In almost every state. This year, how­ 
ever, he has determined that the In­ 
diana state committee shall have the 
frs t call on his services and he will 
mak e few if any speeches except to his 
own constitu ency. At a conference of 
Repu blican leaders yesterday It was 
learned that the national congression­ 
al committee is planning a special fea­ 
tu re for the campaign this fall In 
which an Indiana man will participate. 
Recognizing Speak er Cannon’s popu ­ 
larity and his strength as a vote-get- 
ter, the congressional committee pu r­ 
poses to send him across the cou ntry 
on a special train toward the olose of 
the campaign. 
With him will be sev­ 
eral of the best speak ers In the hou se, 
and among those who have been in­ 
vited to mak e the trip Is Congressman 
James E. Watson of Ru shville, who 
presided as chairman of the recent Re­ 
pu blican state convention and sou nded 
the k eynote. 


The Prohibitionists are holding the 
center of the political stage in the 
Indiana capital at present. 
Their na­ 
tional convention has attracted an u n­ 
expectedly large crowd and the dele­ 
gates and visitors have more enthu si­ 
asm in proportion to their nu mbers 
than is manifested at the national 
cou ncils of either of the great parties.

Indianapolis, Ju ne 29 .—If General 
Nelson A. Miles will definitely su b­ 
scribe to three brief declarations of a 
sentence, each addressed to him by 
leaders in the Prohibition party, the 
Prohibition national convention, which 
convened in Tomlinson hall at 10 
o'clock this morning, will, figu ratively 
speak ing, hand him the presidential 
nomination on a silver platter Thu rs­ 
day noon, when, 
according to the 
schedu le, the presidential nomination 
will be made. 
The declarations are Intended to 
“smok e ou t” the retired officer, who, it 
is charged by the anti-Miles element 
of the party, has been trying tc dodge 
a flat-footed expression of his belief. 
They are incorporated in the following 
manifesto which was Issu ed and scat­ 
tered broadcast after a cau cu s held in 
the Claypool: 
“To the gentlemen leading the move­ 
ment to nominate General Miles— 
Those of u s who dou bc the wisdom of 
you r cou rse believe that we are not 
so far separated from each other as 
we may seem to be. 
We all want to 
reach victory at the earliest date and 
in the best way possible. We desire to 
emphasize the fact that we have the 
u tmost faith in the earnest intention 
and the most worthy motives of those 
who are advocating the nomination of 
General Miles. 
We offer the follow­ 
ing In the sincere hope of reaching 
harmoniou s action: 
“We grant that General Miles oou ld 
lead u s very acceptably du ring the 
pending campaign, providing a few ba­ 
sic principles of the Prohibition party 
are accepted by him. 
They u nderlie 
the whole philosophy of the Prohibi­ 
tion party movement, and we believe 
It is absolu tely essential that ou r can­ 
didate shou ld stand u pon them u n­ 
qu alifiedly. 
“Some su ch statement as the fol­ 
lowing will meet those conditions: 
“1. I believe that the solu tion of the 
liqu or problem is the greatest problem 
now before the American people. 
“2. I believe that the Prohibition 
party offers the only solu tion of that 
problem. 
“3. rt is my present pu rpose to stand 
with that party politically. 
“Unless some su ch declaration as 
the above in his own langu age can be 
secu red from General Miles, we are 
strongly impressed with the seriou s 
political danger now confronting ou r 
party. In case of you r inability to se­ 
cu re some definite declaration as ou t­ 
lined, may we not hope that you will 
Join with u s in the conclu sion that 
su ch a nomination wou ld not be wi;, 
for the Prohibition party to mak e?” 
“If General Miles will su bscribe to 
these 
declarations 
and 
define 
his 
stand, It will all be over bu t the shou t­ 
ing,” said one prominent leader after 
the cau cu s, and when the printed cop­ 
ies of the manifesto had been dis­ 
tribu ted. “And there will be plenty of 
shou ting, for we will all gladly Join in 
giving him a most enthu siastic su p­ 
port. 
We k now that Miles Is a good 
man and a Prohibitionist at heart and 
by practice. 
His record shows this, 
bu t we want him to say that he be­ 
lieves in Prohibition as a political is­ 
su e, and the Prohibition party as a 
necessity in promoting the best inter­ 
ests of the movement.” 
The anti-Miles people adopted the 
oou rse they did in order to forestall 
effectively any plan to stampede the 
convention to Miles by his stfpporters 
indu lging in generalities instead of 
definite statements as to how Miles 
does stand.
